Reasons for allowance 
The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Haytko et al. (US Pat No. 5,202,029) teach a process for the purification of HMG-CoA 
reductase inhibitor by employing preparative high performance liquid chromatography. The 
instantly claimed process differs from the prior art by an industrial process for the isolation of 
HMG-CoA reductase inhibitors using a different technique, called displacement 
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chromatography. The prior art process neither teaches nor renders obvious the instant claimed 
process and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the process of other prior art to obtain 
the instant process. Therefore the instant claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
